THE MIDDLE EAST PART OF THE CONFERENCE IS TO BE HELD ON 
THE 18TH FLOOR OF THE INTERCONTINENTAL HOTEL. 

VANCE BRINGS HIS OWN STATE DEPT INTERPRETER, WILLIAM 
KRIMER, TO THE SESSIONS, UNLIKE HIS PREDECESSOR, HENRY

KISSINGER BELIEVED THE FEWER PEOPLE IN THE CONFERENCE ROOM

BRUCE MORTON: WHITE HOUSE PRESS SECRETARY JODY POWELL 
SAYS PRESIDENT CARTER HAS NO CONCERNS OVER THE CHANGE 
IN GOVERNMENT IN ISRAEL. POWELL TOLD REPORTERS YESTERDAY 
THE PRESIDENT FEELS THE MOST IMPORTANT ASPECT OF THE 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND ISRAEL WAS 
APART FROM THE IDENTITIES OF THE LEADERS, AND WAS BASED 
ON THE LONG STANDING FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE PEOPLES OF 
BOTH COUNTRIES. "I KNOW," MR. POWELL WENT ON, "THAT 
MR. CARTER HAS NO CONCERNS ABOUT DEALING WITH THE FREELY 
CHOSEN GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL." 

THAT IS THE OFFICIAL COMMENT. IN PRIVATE, U.S. OFFICIALS 
MAKE IT CLEAR THEY WOULD HAVE PREFERRED A LABOR PARTY 
VICTORY, BUT SOME THINK MR. CARTER S RECENT STATEMENTS 
MAY HAVE HELPED LIKUD. 

KALB: SOME U.S. SPECIALISTS BELIEVE THAT PRESIDENT CARTER 
INADVERTENTLY HELPED PRODUCE THE ELECTION RESULT THAT THE 
UNITED STATES DID NOT FAVOR, THE VICTORY OF BEGIN OVER 
PERES. OFFICIALLY, THE STATE DEPARTMENT WOULD NOT COMMENT 
ON WHETHER THE PRESIDENT'S OUTSPOKEN REMARKS ABOUT A 
HOMELAND FOR THE PALESTINIANS INTENSIFIED THE POLITICAL 
ANXIETY WITHIN ISRAEL, PROMPTING SOME UNDECIDED VOTERS 
TO CHOOSE THE RIGHT WING LIKUD PARTY OVER THE RULING 
LABOR PARTY. 

BUT PRIVATELY THESE SPECIALISTS EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT 
THE CARTER COMMENTS, PLUS THE FEAR THAT THE UNITED STATES 
MIGHT IMPOSE A SETTLEMENT ON THE MIDDLE EAST - THAT 
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THESE ELEMENTS DID MAKE A DIFFERENCE IN THE FINAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BALLOTING. NO CERTAINTY. THOUGH. AS TO WHETHER THEY MADE 
A CRITICAL DIFFERENCE, SINCE DOMESTIC ISSUES PLAYED A 
KEY ROLE IN THE ELECTION. IT'S PREMATURE TO FORECAST 
THE DIPLOMATIC RESULTS OF THE TRIUMPH, BUT THERE IS 
SPECULATION THAT THE HARDLINE VICTORY COULD PRODUCE 
U.S. -ISRAELI STRAINS, COULD COMPLICATE THE SEARCH FOR 
PEACE AND MIGHT EVER FRUSTRATE THE ADMINISTRATION'S HOPE 
FOR A GENEVA CONFERENCE LATER THIS YEAR.

RICHARD VALERI ANI IN GENEVA 

FLOYD KALBER: SECRETARY OF STATE CYRUS VANCE IS IN 
GENEVA FOR TALKS WITH SOVIET OFFICIALS ON STRATEGIC 
ARMS LIMITATION, AND BOTH VANCE AND HIS TOP AIDES 
HAVE DECLINED TO DISCUSS THE LATEST EVENTS IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST. 

VALERI ANI: THE AMERICAN EAGERNESS NOT TO SAY ANYTHING 
OFFICIAL ABOUT THE ISRAELI ELECTIONS WAS UNDERLINED BY 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN. IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION, 
HE SAID THERE WILL BE NO COMMENT ON THE RECORD, NO COMMENT 
ON BACKGROUND, AND NO COMMENT ON DEEP BACKGROUND. TRANS- 
LATED FROM THE JARGON, THAT MEANT THAT NEWSMEN COULD 
WRITE IF THEY WANTED TO THAT IT HAS BEEN LEARNED THAT 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT HAS NO COMMENT ON THE ISRAELI 
ELECTION. HOWEVER, AMERICAN OFFICIALS DID ACKNOWLEDGE 
PRIVATELY THAT THE RESULTS OF THE ISRAELI VOTING MEAN

STEVE BELL: SECRETARY OF STATE VANCE AND SOVIET 
FOREIGN MINISTER GROMYKO HAVE BEGUN THEIR SECOND DAY 
OF STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATION TALKS IN GENEVA. YESTERDAY'S 
SESSION DESCRIBED BY A U.S. SPOKESMAN AS BUSINESSLIKE 
WITH A FULL EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. 

JONES: GROMYKO'S ARRIVAL STARTED THINGS OFF BY DAMPENING 
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HOPES THAT HE MIGHT BRING SOME COUNTERPROPOSALS TO THE 
AMERICAN PLAN THE SOVIETS REJECTED LAST MARCH IN MOSCOW. 
THE SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTER DIDN’T SAY HE WOULD NOT 
TABLE NEW PROPOSALS, BUT HE DID SAY MUCH DEPENDS ON 
WHAT SECRETARY VANCE BRINGS. 

THE VICTORY OF THE LIKUD PARTY IN THE ISRAELI ELECTIONS 
OPPOSED TO WITHDRAWING FROM ARAB OCCUPIED LANDS WILL DO 
NOTHING TO HELP THE MIDDLE EAST DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN 
VANCE AND GROMYKO. BOTH MEN PUBLICLY HAVE ADOPTED A 

SKEPTICAL WAIT-AND-SEE ATTITUDE TOWARD THE OUTCOME OF 
THE TALKS. LATE THIS AFTERNOON THEY GOT DOWN TO BUSINESS 
AT THE OPENING SESSION, AND SPENT TWO HOURS AND TWENTY 
MINUTES ON ARMS CONTROL. THERE WAS NO TIME FOR THE MIDDLE 
EAST, AND THEY HAD WHAT WAS DESCRIBED AS A DETAILED, 
BUSINESSLIKE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. 

IF THERE ARE NO NEW PROPOSALS ON THE TABLE, THERE IS A 
GOOD CHANCE GROMYKO AND VANCE ARE DISCUSSING A POSSIBLE 
SYNTHESIS BETWEEN THE TWO AMERICAN PLANS AND THE OLDER 
SOVIET PROPOSAL BASED ON THE 1974 VLADIVOSTOK AGREEMENT. 

IT WOULD BE FAR MORE MODEST THAN THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN 
THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION WOULD LIKE, BUT IT SEEMS TO 
BE AS FAR AS THE SOVIETS ARE WILLING TO GO IN A SALT II 
AGREEMENT. THERE WILL BE AT LEAST ONE MORE ROUND OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SALT NEGOTIATIONS BEFORE VANCE AND GROMYKO ARE EVEN READY 
TO BEGIN THEIR MIDDLE EAST DISCUSSIONS. 

4. BARRY SCHWEID - WTOP RADIO FROM GENEVA 

NEW AND POSSIBLY CRITICAL WEAPONS TALKS HAVE OPENED IN 
GENEVA WITH A FULL EXCHANGE OF VIEWS ON CONFLICTING 
AMERICAN AND SOVIET APPROACHES TO A TREATY TO LIMIT 
STRATEGIC ARMS. A TWO-HOUR AND TWENTY-MINUTE SESSION 
BETWEEN SECRETARY OF STATE CYRUS VANCE AND SOVIET 
FOREIGN MINISTER ANDREI GROMYKO SUGGESTED THE PROCESS 
OF ARRANGING A COMPROMISE MAY HAVE BEGUN. SIGNIFICANTLY, 
AN AMERICAN SPOKESMAN SAID THERE WAS A DEMONSTRATION 
OF GOOD FAITH ON BOTH SIDES, AND THAT AFTER REFLECTION, 

THEY WILL TALK AGAIN THURSDAY MORNING AT THE SOVIET 
MISSION. SO FAR, VANCE AND GROMYKO ARE TALKING ONLY 
ABOUT ARMS, WITH THE MIDDLE EAST - WHERE HARDLINERS 
HAVE WON CONTROL OF ISRAEL - STILL TO BE ADDRESSED.

MARVIN KALB FROM GENEVA 

SECRETARY VANCE DROVE UP TO THE OLD LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
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WHERE HE WAS GREETED BY A SMILING ANDREI GROMYKO. 

"GOOD SLEEP?" THE SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTER WAS MERELY 
MAKING CONVERSATION. "I GOT CAUGHT UP," VANCE ANSWERED. 
BOTH DIPLOMATS THEN POSED FOR CAMERAMEN BEFORE THE 
SECRETARY ASKED, SOMEWHAT IMPATIENTLY, "SHALL WE GET TO 
WORK?" IT WAS A RHETORICAL QUESTION AND A SUBSTANTIVE 
ORDER. THE NEWSMEN AND THE CAMERAMEN WERE WHISKED OUT 
OF THE ROOM, AND THE TWO SIDES RESUMED THEIR DETAILED 

REVIEW OF ONE ANOTHER’S ALREADY REJECTED PROPOSALS FOR 
A NEW STRATEGIC ARMS AGREEMENT. THERE IS NO VISIBLE 
SIGN OF A BREAKTHROUGH, BUT AT LEAST AT THIS GET- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TOGETHER THERE IS AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS AND AN APPARENT 
EFFORT TO REACH A COMPROMISE. 

FROM SEVERAL SIGNS IT APPEARS AS THOUGH THE UNITED STATES 
WOULD BE WILLING TO DROP ITS PROPOSAL FOR A COMPREHENSIVE 
SETTLEMENT, AND ADOPT THE BASIC FRAMEWORK OF THE SOVIET 
PROPOSAL, AND EVENTUALLY AGREE TO THAT SO LONG AS THE 
RUSSIANS THEN AGREE TO DISCUSS A COMPREHENSIVE DEEP-CUT 
ARRANGEMENT. 

THUS, THE U.S. HAS RETREATED A LONG WAY FROM ITS HANG 
TOUGH POSITION OF SIX WEEKS AGO WHEN PRESIDENT CARTER 
GAINED POPULAR SUPPORT IN THE UNITED STATES, BUT LOST 
SOVIET CONFIDENCE IN THE PROCESS.
